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1. Comparison of ALD-52 and LSD-25, 

2. Comparison of MLD-.4 I and LSD-25, 

3. Attempted Blocking of LSD-React Ion by 
Pretreatment with BOL . 

As you will note, MLD Is a psychotomimetic acent which, 
however. Is considerably less potent than LSD, whereas 
ALD Is at least as potent as LSD. We were again 
unsuccessful In obtaining any significant degree of 
blocking of the LSD-react ion by pretreatment with BOL. 

I am, therefore, dropping this line of Investigation 
unless you feel that I should study some other dosace 
schedule. y
